but obviously its i)resent purpose is political. It 
ia a sop thrown by politicians to that great and 
growing army of voters whose slogans are "lict 
the rich pay" and "Let tli.- ridi sui)i)ort iis."--

BBIPLOYERS COMPENSATION SUOOESTM). 

We hear multitudes clamoring for pensions for 
Urge families, old age pensiona and government 
aid in various other forms, and w s. e subservient 
politicians advocating all such proposals. Why' 
Because the multitudes have votes. Nearly every 
day we read about assaults and munlers committed 
by strikers; acts that would put 'darkest Kus 
sia" to shame. These strikers and their organiza 
tions have been called "lawless" and "criminal. " 
yet a large number of our jtoliticians :nc tln ir 
bnmlib' and obedient servants. Why .' Because they 
have votes. * 

How long will it be before all of tln sc pension 
propoaitious, and the single t:ix, and oilier con- 
fiscatory propositions will be put through and en 
acted into laws? Experience telle us that penaions, 
one* Toted, are never reduced, but that there is a 
constant clamour for their inen-ase. Politicians 
have found that it costs them nothing to vote for 
pensions and increase of pensions; and that their 
refusal to do so usually costs them their office when 

they seek re-eleetioil. 

The time has come when there ought to be an em- 
ployers' and working people's eompensation act, 
under wbieb the Oovernment would assume re^ 
' (fponsibility for all loss and damage to life, limb 
aad property, resulting from the unlawful acts of 
striken, and under which the (Jovernment would 
be bound to make good all such losses and dam- 
ages not only to employei-s, but also to working 
people who are prevented from working by the 
■trilnrB; and under which all numbers of labor 
uniena would be cofipelled to pay an annual per 
capita tax to cover the total expense. If there is 
any injustice in this proposition I would like to 
know it. In fact, sucli a law ought to have horn 
pMsed 25 years ago.— T. L. Murphy, in Boftoo .\ 1- 
▼ertlaer.

"Is it a crime to be prosperous in this country? 
ask T. li. Watson & Co., relerring to recent develop- 
ments.

iilends paid by Calumet i Ilecla, cov<'riiik' a |>eriod 
of forty two years, but does not quote the millions 
of money paid out to the miners and laborers em- 
ployed iiv these forty-two years, nor the large 
amounts expended for the belterincnts and im- 
provements, nor does he consider the risk of capital 
expended in prospecting and waiting for returns.

DOVIB'8 HUMIOIPAL OBIOKEN ORIT. 

'I'iie l.or.isvillc le^^islator who introduced a bill to 
prevent chickens running at large on city streets 
will find additional justification for his measure 
in a jiress dispatch from Dover, Mason (bounty 
wliicli aiiinmnces that "the chickens are eating up 
the streets." 

Dover, it appears, numbers among its infant in 

duslricH a button tactory which utilizes miisse 
shells as raw iniitei i.il. Recently the town has been 
using the waste from this factory in the repair ol 
its streets. The groundnp 'shells are said to make 
a splendid top 4lressing for streets and Dover h.i ; 
been taking a great deal of pride in its shell roads. 

Like most small towns Dover has many chickeiiS 
and no ordinance against the fowls running at 
large. It is lueessary to piiicesses of ehiekcu 
digestion that the elii(tken should have sand— -o 
something just as good. (Jround mussel shells are 
a highly aeeeptable siibsiitute. In fact some of tii< 
button factories sell n [>y product known as chicken 
grit, which is siqiposeil to make hens grow aie. 
roosters crow and to assist broilers of tender ago 
to assimilate their dough. 

Presumably tiie local sales of chicken grit ha\c 
fallen otf since Dover went into the business of 
making pearly streets. There are many poultry 
owners who eeononii/e rather closely in buyint.' 
supplies. Some of them will not give up gooi 
money for anything that the chickens can scratch 
for with fair prospects of success. Probably nin .- 
tenths of the eliiekeiis ill Dovcr are accu8toine»l to 
foraging and their owners, of course, sec no need 
of purchasing grit so long as the neeessaiy quantity 
is to be hail through the enterprise of the munici- 
pality and the industry ;>!' the ehickons. 

The street problem m Dover at present eonsists 
mostly of speculation as to how long the streets 
will last under llie eoiiibliied attacks of the villa^'e 
poultry. If a hen and a half ean cat a pound and a 
half of thoroughfare in a day and a half, what is 
to become of the good roads proposition in a local- 
ity where everj'body keeps chickens? — Courier- 
Journal.
